lation. 


Senator O'Mahoney (d,, Wyo.) 


asserted Democratic Leader Rob- 
inson was "endeavoring to throttle 
debate on the most fundamental 
issue presented to the senate In 
two generations." 


Robinson, carefully phrasing his 
remarks in question form, asked if 
O'Mahoney didn't know that when 
he invoked the anti-filibustering 
rule, "a filibuster was in progress 
and an effort was being made to 
abuse the privilege of debate by 
interrupting the senators who had 
the floor." 


O'Mahoney had the floor at the 


time. Under the rules he could be 
halted by Robinson only when the 
administration leader asked him a 
question. 
The Wyoming senator began his 


fight on the court bill by attacking 
the rules he said the administra- 
tion had invoked to force a vote on 
the measure. 


O'Mahoney 
and other senators 


opposing the bill had blocked con- 
sideration of a conference report 
on the non-military appropriation 
bill of" the war department. 
They 
also blocked introduction of the 
McGUl-Fope farm bill. 


O'Mahoney said he had objected 


to the war department 
bill in 


order to point out "the extraordi- 
nary rules" under which the court 
bill debate ia proceeding. 


The Wyoming senator who was 


once an officer in the Roosevelt 
administration's 
little 
cabinet, 


spoke before crowded galleries and 
a well filled senate chamber. 


O'Mahoney bitterly assailed the 


legislative rules invoked by the 
administration to bring the senate 
ultimately to a vote of the bill. The 
democratic leader finally rose to 
nssert there was "nothing unrea- 
sonable" about the rules he had 
called into play.

PRESIDENT VETOES THE 
LOMTEREST MEASURE 


Says No Justification 
for 


Continuance of Rates as 


Farm Income Up. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt sent a special mes- 
sage to the house of representa- 
tives vetoing a congressional bill to 
extend the 31^ 
percent 
interest 
rate on federal land bank loans. 


The president listed five chief 


reasons why the bill, which was de- 
signed to continue an emergency 
farm aid bill passed in 1933, should 
be killed: 


1. "I believe that there is no 


justification for continued govern- 
ment subsidy of federal land bank 
interest rates below the unprece- 
dented low rates these banks are 
now offering farm borrowers on a 
business basis." 


2. "The ability of farmers to 


pay interest at the rates provided 
for in their mortgages with the 
federal land ba nks has been very 
substantially 
improved . . . the 
gross farm income as estimated 
by the department of agriculture 
rose from 55,337,000,000 in 1932 
to S9.520.000.000 in 1936." 


3. "The farm loans made by tht- 


land bank commissioner on behall 
of the Federal Farm Mortgage 
corporation bear an interest rate 
of 5 percent. 
In view of the cir- 


cumstances 
under 
which these 


loans are made, it cannot reason- 
ably be said that a 5 percent rate 
of interest is excessive." 


4. "The contemplated reduction 


in interest rates on commissioner 
loans from 5 to 4 percent under 
the bili would reduce the annua 
income of the Federal Farm Mort- 
gage 
corporation, 
which 
owns 


these loans, by an amount of ap- 
proximately $8,350,000. No provi- 
sion is made for a corresponding 
reimbursement of this sum by the 
treasury to the corporation." 
5. "The passage of this bill was

find him here. Detectives McCurdy 
and Fisher had their long awaited 
"break" on the case about raid- 
night Friday. 
"Planted" 
in the 


neighborhood they saw a member' 
of the household drive away from 
the home in one of Reynold's two 
cars. 


Following nt a distance to the 


Burlington depot they watched the 
driver of the car go to the lunch 
room at the depot and purchase 
stamps for two bulky envelopes. 


These were 
dropped 
into the 


letter box at the depot. The de- 
tective* awung into action 
in a 


hurry. 
They went to the lunch 


room. 
The 
man 
who 
sold the 


stamps said he believed the letters 
had been addressed to Denver but 
had paid no attention to the ad- 
dress. The detectives had believed 
there was a strong possibility that 
Reynolds was in Denver. 
Postal 


authorities granted permission to 
open the letter box and the two 
letters were examined. 


Neither was addressed to Rey- 


nolds but to another party. Hoping 
this was just a blind the detectives 
copied down the address.

identification, assigned to the caae 
had been in Lincoln for about a 
week.

About a car and a half of shav- 


ings and sawdust is accumulated 
each day from the box car build' 
ing program. 
These have been 


hauled to the Missouri river and 
dumped. 
The 
new .plant, being 


built at a cost of $35,000 to $40,- 
000, will utilize this waste, which 
will be mixed with the coal. 


No shortage in 
movement of 


grain cars is anticipated by Mr. 
Gurley. 


They have been leasing in good 


shape at the Missouri river mar- 
kets, he said 
and after 
all the 


secret of the business is to keep 
them moving. 


Pleased with the rainfall early 


Monday morning Mr. Gurley was 
regretful that it was so "spotty" 
over the state. 


He said the twin of the Aeolus, 


streamlined steam locomotive, is 
under construction at the shops in 
Burlington. When completed these 
two fast 
engines 
will 
be 
used 


between Chicago and

and also for relief purposes, to sup- 
plement the diesel equipment used 
on the Zephyrs.

garden land damaged. 
Starting at 
midnight the rain 


was accompanied by lighining and 
a heavy wind. Part of a roof at 
the Conkey mills was caved in by 
the wind. 


Abutments to three bridges over 


South Table creek were washed 
out, while two county bridges and 
a Burlington railroad bridge also 
were damaged.

Director Venner, in charge of 


municipal coal and gas, recently 
announced that gasoline was leav- 
ing the "red" following adoption 
of a new policy and price increase. 
He submitted monthly statements 
to the council Monday for May 
and June indicating that muny 
coal is also climbing out. 


The June report includes an 
item of $180 charged off for rent 
for a year and shows that the de- 
partment on July 1 was in the 
red $412.41 with inventory show- 
ing 112 tons on hand. This coal is 
valued at 5761.60 and, if taken 
into account, wipes out the red 
June sales amounted to three 
tons and receipts $27.62. If

COMING LEGISLATION. 


The curious feature of the pro- 


posed administration plan for con- 
xol of wages and hours of em- 
ployment is that it differs very 
materially from NRA,, once the 
darling of the president and pre- 
sumptively of congress. 
In fact, 


he president has repeatedly set 
lis face against any return to that 
system of control. Whether this 
may be taken as an acknowledg- 
ment that NRA was a mistake or 
whether the disfavor that it met 
makes it undesirable to attempt to 
revive, is immaterial. 
The fact 


s that the administration has gone 
so far in its attempts to regulate 
private affairs that it is reluctant 
o go back to what was essentially 
a system of self government. As 
:he NRA was operated employers 
were given license to disregard 
the antitrust laws, and to get 
:ogether themselves to regulate 
aroduction and prices. This was 
necessary in order that industry 
survive alter labor had been given 
'avors as to wages. 


While the critic might wonder 


why production control in agri- 
culture is regarded as so vital and 
that of manufacturing not, it 
'.s quite evident that new aims and 
new methods are now under con- 
sideration. 
The dispute now is 


whether the hand of the federal 


o v e r'n m e n t shall control or 


whether power to decide disputed 
questions shall rest with a board 
composed of representatives of the 
public, the employers and the 
workers. True to his beliefs, the 
president wants a federal labor 
standards board 
to set hours 


and wages. 
Business and labor 


leaders want the government to 
keep its hands off. Tied up with 
the proposal also is the question of 
whether the act should definitely 
fix what shall be a minimum 
wage and what shall constitute a 
maximum number of hours, or 
whether each industry should be 
treated separately. 


About all that the public can be 


assured of is that the bill will be 
passed in some form, or another. 
It is part of the program which 
has for its object the raising of 
labor standards. The fact that it 
involves also a number of mat- 
ters of practical application is not 
considered as worthy of being 
considered at this time. What is 
to happen to those whose earning 
powers have waned with the years 
or because of illness or accident 
seems important enough, but one 
hears it discussed but little, and 
not at all in Washington. 


A dispatch from 
Wnshingtor 


says: 
"The treasury has deculec 


that all state banks not members 
of 
the 
federal 
reserve system 


must pay social security taxes." 
That means that banks that arc 
members of the federal reserve 
system will be exempt. The ques- 
tion arises, why shouldn't all banks 
pay social security taxes, as all 
other business concerns must do. 
There should be no exemptions. 
All workers should enjoy the bene- 
fits of social security. If it is a 
good thing for 
some, it la a 


good thing for all.

INTERPRETER. 


George Gershwin was one of the 


men who wrote the songs of to- 
day, the songs of 20th century 
America. He interpreted modern 
life in his musical scores and 
so with a degree of finish 
far 


greater than that displayed by 
many modern composers. Gershwin 
wrote popular songs and he wrote 
good ones. He was a product of 
Tin Pan alley but he put more 
than tin in his products. There 
was some good sound metal in 
many of his scores. 


Gershwin, born in New York's 


east side, early displayed remark- 
able musical talent. While still a 
youth he turned his efforts to com- 
posing. When death took him at 
the age of 39 he waa one of the 
outstanding American composers, 
He was not only famous but com- 
paratively wealthy. He had made 
his talent pay extremely high divi- 
dends. 


The composer was a 
hard 


worker and a man of considerable 
versatility. He produced an aver- 
age of three musical comedies 
year, writing many numbers for 
each, in recent years he has been 
producing songs for motion pic- 
tures. 
His contracts are said to 


have called for a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars per picture. 


Not only did Gershwin produce 


some of the simplest melodies ant 
sonic of the IIJOSE erratic- of jazz 
compositions, but at times his 
work approached the classical in 
conception 
and 
feeling 
His 


"Rhapsody in Blue,1' which firs' 
brought him fame, was something 
of an experiment, and certainly 
radical departure, an outstanding 
innovation. Yet in the enormou^ 
mass of musical composition, i 
considerable 
amount can

ing( considerable care in prepara. 
tion, vast technical skill and dis 
tlnct greatness. 


Two years ago Gershwin's opera 


"Porgy and Bess" was produced

limitless originality of conception

nclined to flinch. They feel en- 
irely defenseless in the face of a 
iarrage of this sort. . 


The sniping in congress has 


grown out of the search for Amelia^ 
Sarhart. There is no criticism of 
the conduct of the search. The 
iavy has put its heart and soul 
n it, together with all its facilities, 


i search is marked by its ex- 


ensivenesa and its thoroness. 


The criticism grows out of the 


act that the search was undef- 
aken in the first place. Congress- 
man Scott expressed the belief it 
s about time someone announces 
hat the navy will not be used to 
iearch.-for "publicity stunt" fliers 
m the future. Congressman Fad- 
dls then imposed this pertinent 
question: 


"Do you think if some poor fish- 


erman, the father of a family, got 
himself lost out on the Pacific, the 
navy would be spending $250,000 


day to look for him?" 
The answer, of course, is no. 


The navy would pay no attention, 
The coast guard might put in a 
day or two searching for him but 
no longer. And if more than one 
>oat was used in the search, it 


aid be because the fisherman 


was not poor but a wealthy and 
well known sportsman. 


Representative Collins has some 


remarks to make about the navy's 
searching ability. He feels that in 
view of the showing made, the 
navy has boasted in an unwar- 
ranted fashion concerning- the cap- 
abilities of ita flying equipment. 
That, of course, is not the principal 
joint at issue at the moment, altho 
the record of the navy in this 
search xnust be considered by ex- 
perts in the light of the test it 
has been put^thru in this case. 


The important thing is that the 


navy has been made victim of a 
>ublicity stunt that went wrong. 
The cost is not particularly im- 
portant since the navy would ab- 
sorb its appropriation anyhow. But 
the precedent is bad.

The head of Yale, Dr. Angell, in 
addressing- his students said that 
the supreme court bill is .a means 
to abet a rape of the constitution, 
and declared that administration 
policies imperil the moral, spiritual 
and political values of democracy. 
He openly accused the president 
of promoting "legislation which, If 
finally enacted, appears to Imply 
the further and complete abdica- 
tion of congress, already more than 
once put into the stultifying posi- 
tion of mere puppets of the execu- 
tive." We trust that the collectiv- 
ist professors will put that into 
their pipes and proceed to draw.

der charge because the rule of law 
is that insanity excuses homicide 
insofar as the penalties for murder 
are concerned.

public, the testimony of any expert 
to the effect that he was not re- 
sponsible when he wielded his Ice 
pick later would seem to fall by 
the weight of circumstances. The 
murderer, it may be assumed, is 
thinking of that first release as 
likely to be duplicated if ho is 
excused from homicide penalties 
now, which would indicate he is 
not as crazy as he seems to think 
he is.

At one stage of my trouble a very 
good doctor said he thought I was 
getting pellagra, but I couldn't 
take the foods he said I needed—I 
couldn't at that time. Now I can 
eat anything and like It. Thanks to 
your fine column. You do not re- 
alize how much good you are do- 
ing. I know most of us do not 
bother to tell you when we have 
obtained great help from your 
teachings.

Sometimes I think it is unfortu- 
nate that the nutritional deficiency 
disease known as pellagra was 
ever given that name. I suppose it 
was necessary to apply some spe- 
cific name to the trouble when it 
had advanced so far that victims 
began to be helpless and require 
institutional or other care. But 
when the name pellagra was ap- 
plied to the advanced stage of the 
trouble, that precluded proper di- 
agnosis of the nature of the trou- 
ble in tens of thousands of cases 
in the earlier stages. These earlier 
cases, occurring not only in the 
south but everywhere in the United 
States and Canada, would have a 
better chance of being recognized 
as nutritional deficiencies, moder- 
ate vitamin deficiencies, if the 
vague symptoms were called sim- 
ple "run down condition" or "un- 
der-par" or poor health. Not by 
the old timers, but by the younger 
physician who is getting- a better 
training in the diagnosis of nutri- 
tional disorders. 
Probably the most frequent defi- 
ciency in the country today,i& vita- 
min B deficiency. It is true, how- 
ever, that the condition of the nails 
and the tongue indicated by the 
correspondent is more specifically 
due to prolonged moderate defici- 
ency in vitamins G and D. 
In any circumstance it is ex- 
tremely difficult to get an optimal 
or adequate daily ration of vita- 
mins B, G and D in food as food ia 
available today. As for D, the only 
sources at all adequate are fish 
oils, and few persona can tolerate 
fish liver oil as "steady diet." In 
another talk we'll endeavor to 
show why the majority of people 
get insufficient vitamin B to main- 
tain anything like fair health.

Is Tired of National Experiment- 


Ing and Also Objects to Some 
State Laws. 
PALMYRA.—I see some are 
talking of a third term for Mr. 
Roosevelt. It seems to me we have 
had enough of that in eight years 
continual experiment. The tax- 
payers are paying for it and most 
of it does no good. I can mention 
a number of these experiments, 
but the one that seems to be most 
outstanding is the killing of live- 
stock and putting the land out of 
production.

We have a state Jaw now that 
calls 
for

appropriation of $50,000 for that 
purpose. This Is about $500 for 
each county. Is that needed ? I 
think not, as there are accountants 
that are fully able to do it for 
half the amount. Who gets the 
balance of it? Also I know a man 
of about 70 who has been partly 
making a living selling medicine 
and other products in the county 
L,ast winter our legislature passed 
a law that called for a man in 
that business to pay $25 license 
and $10 occupation tax and put up 
$250 in bonds besides. Why this 
law ? It only puts more men on 


relief or drives them to starva- 
tion, as they are unable to live up 
to the condition*. 
The merchants tell us to patron- 
ize our own business men, but 
nearly everything they handle is 
made in some distant factory and 
it veem* to me that one man has 
as good a right to handle foreign 
made goods as another. Also they 
fight the chain stores. 
If people 


did not buy from them they could 
not stay very long, but the fact is, 
lots of people do buy from them 
and think they are benefited by 
doing so. I buy when and where I 
think I can do the best and I 
think everyone should have the 
same right. 
Our legislature passed a high' 
way patrol law and made it law- 
ful to put 40 men on to patrol 
highways. This is about as much 
use as a hole m a stocking, as 40 
men will have no effect. I think 
if we had a law to compel all cars 
to carry a speed regulator and cut 
the maximum speed down to about 
25 or 30 miles an hour it would 
save lots of accidents. I have seen 
doctors go thru town at SO miles 
an hour and jeopardize the lives of 
themselves and others just to get 
to a sick person. People lived to 
b« just as old 50 years ago and 
doctors could not go more than ten 
miles an hour then.

branded as tax dodgers for doing 
the same thing. Why? Because the 
administration believes in a policy 
of "smearing" those who disagree 
with its views. Of all the names 
furnished 
to

hearings by the treasury depart- 
ment, nearly all were persons who 
had been opposing the administra- 
tion. 
That's 
why 
Congressman 


Fish thought it was about time in 
the interests of fair play to show 
that other persons high up in the 
administration were using legal 
loopholes too. 


The tax evaders, who did some- 


thing illegal, were lumped together 
with 
the 
tax 
avoiders, 
who, of 


course, complied with the law. No 
effort 
was made 
to distinguish 


these two groups. Obviously all 
loopholes should be plugged. But 
it -will be asked in all candor why 
was it necessary for the president 
to order his secretary of the trea- 
sury to give specific names at the 
tax hearings ? Would not the same 
purpose have been served by num- 
bering or lettering the cases and 
giving all the pertinent details ? 
This would have satisfied the needs 
of congress from the standpoint of 
legislating to plug loopholes. 


A Blot to be Remembered. 


The fact that this fair plan was 


not used and that instead the ad- 
ministration sought 
to mar 
the 


reputation for integrity of some of 
the most respected citizens in the 
country is a blot that will not soon 
be erased. Perhapes under the code 
of "AH Is Fair in Politics," the 
course taken 
will be 
considered 


justified In the minds of the presi- 
dent and his advisers. But if such a 
position is adopted, the administra- 
tion must be prepared for a relent- 
less attack on its own personnel 
wherever they may be vulnerable. 


Even the president will then not 


find himself immune from such 
criticism by opposition members of 
congress.

Nothing is more Important than 


making an intelligent plan before you j 
begin to play a hand as declarer. The } 
following steps represent the princi- j 
pal points thai you should consider 
before you even play from dummy to 
the first trick: 


Always mentally review the 
bid- 


ding, for every lime an 
opponent i 


makes a bid he gives you some in- 
formation as to the number of honor 
tricks he holds and the distribution 
of his hand. Also study the card led, 
which has a conventional meaning. 
Th* information 
you derive 
from 


these sources will aid you in deciding 
whether or not finesses and other 
suit-establishment plays will be suc- 
cessful. 


1. Count the number of tricks you 


must lose immediately, and the num- 
ber of possible losers. 2. Look for a. 
suit in which either you or dummy 
can establish long suit winners or 
high cards. 3. Look for a short suit 
which can be turned into a void, and 
for otherwise worthless trumps. This 
will 
permit the 
establishment of 


ruffers. When planning to ruff losers, 
assume that the opponents will lead 
trumps each time it is their turn to 
lead. If they can exhaust trumps 
from the hand in which you wish to 
ruff, you cannot establish 
ruffers. 


4. Consider a finesse or & play lor a 
drop to establish as a winner m. card 
which you cannot discard or 
ruff. 


5. Always remember that it does not 
help you to establish winners tor to 
eliminate losers] if the opponents can 
first establish and win the setting 
tricks. 
Time-value every proposed 


line of play. 6. Almost every play by 
which you establish winners requires 
that the lead come from a certain 
hand. Make certain that you save 
enough entries to the right hand to 
carry out your plan. If sufficient en- 
tries are not readily available you 
must create entries. 


In nine hands out of ten that are 


played at suit contracts, it is easier 
for declarer to count his losers and 
then look for plays which may sal- 
vage the necessary number of tricks 
than to count winners. In the tenth 
band, however, this method is not 
the most satisfactory. Consider the 
following hand:

As actually played, however. It ap- 


peared that declarer relaxed the mo- 
ment the first diamond finesse suc- 
ceeded. He drew trumps and, confi- 
dent that East would not have held 
up his diamond king the first time. 
since it would have been a setting 
trick, gayly took a second diamond 
finesse. Of course il worked, but when 
(he diamond king failed to drop on 
the ace, deelarer«#till was one vital 
trick from home. 


This is one of those extremely sim- 


ple hands on which even good players 
go astcay. 
Counting the. diamond 


Bnesse as proved, it Is necessary only 
to count four club tricks, three dia- 
monds, and four spades to see that a 
heart ruff is necessary for the twelfth 
trick.

When Cotton won at Carnoustie,

of one of the strongest groups of 
professionals 
United States 
has 


ever entered in the event. Add to 
Cotton's achievement, Pam Bar- 
ton's victory in the 1936 U. S. 
women's championship and Jock 
McLean's march to the finals of 
the U. S. amateur and you have 
complete evidence that British golf 
again has reached a high standard. 


Cotton who broke United States' 


long 
domination of the 
British 


open in 1934 is the first Briton to 
win the championship twice since 
Harry Vardon closed out his long 
run of titles back in 1914. For the 
past couple of years the British 
have mildly claimed Cotton to be 
the best professional golfer in the 
world and his play at Carnoustie 
leaves no great room for argu- 
ment. Playing over a course that 
was lengthened by many yards and 
the final 36 holes in a driving rain 
that inundated some of the greens, 
Cotton was six strokes under the 
296 with which Tommy Armour 
won there in 1931. 


Has No Weakness. 


There was no appreciable weak- 


ness found in Cotton's game. He 
changed his putting- stance to re- 
lieve tension, last year, and with 
that his game became dollar sound 
from tee to cup. 
He unquestion- 


ably is one of the greatest wind 
players in golf and likely the very 
best in driving into a head on gale. 
Practice is the foundation of Cot- 
ton's play. He probably practices

The outer part con- 
sists of the outside ear and a wid- 
ening and twisting corridor, called 
the external canal-.Thls canal leads 
from the outside world-to a mem- 
brane known as the ear drum, 


i How Sou Hear 


The real mechanism which makes 
hearing possible is safely tucked 
away .n the bony skull near the 
brain. It must be reached by the 
sound waves which approach the 
ear and are carried into the ex- 
ternal canal. First they strike the 
ear drum and cause it to vibrate. 


On the other side of the ear drum 


is that region known as the middle 
ear. In this space is » bridge of 
three tiny bones that carry the vi- 
brations to the inner ear. Within 
the latter are the tiny endings of 
the nerve of hearing, the auditory 
nerve, that pick up the vibrations. 
Here the vibrations are converted 
into nerve impulses that, in turn, 
send the sound message direct to 
the brain. Then by the operations 
of that wonderful structure, we be- 
come aware of the message and 
come to understand it. 
Shortly after birth the child's 


hearing ability begins to function. 
It is closely associated with the de- 
velopment of voice and speech. 
When the baby first cries, he sets 
up vibrations within his middle ear. 
Gradually there-develops a sense of 
hearing and an understanding of 
sound.

York to write music for a motion 
picture. He collapsed at a studio 
and was taken to a hospital. Physi- 
cians believed he had suffered a 
nervous breakdown.

A few years ago it was a comparatively worth 


less plain of prickly pears as far as the eye could see and no amount of grubbing by hand or machin- 
ery enabled settlers to clear the land 
However, in America was found a little bug—the cactoblastta 


—that destroyed the prickly pear plant completely 
yet did not harm any other vegetation 
The in- 


sects were then imported from America by millions and turned loose in the prickly pears Within a very 
short time the area-was transformed into farm lands, and m November 1934 the thankful citizens voted 
the construction of a memorial to the little bug that gave them wealth and happiness 
The memorial 


was completed in February 1936
